WASHINGTON — (AP) — 


President Truman today sent 
congress a $60,679,414,690 de- 
tense budget and said Rus- 
sia's rulers have pushed the 
ivorld "to the brink of a gen- 
eral war." 


The huge requested /appro- 
bation is for the United 
States' own military costs and 
to help arm its Allies. 
The message broke down in more 


detail the military estimates in- 
cluded in Mr. Truman's general 
sudget, ' sent to congress in 
January, for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1. 


In a letter to house 
Speaker 


Rayburn, accompanying today's 
estimates, Mr. Truman said: 


If War Comes 


"If the Soviet Union chooses to 


unleash a general war, the free 
world must be in a position to 
stop the attack and strike back 
decisively and at once at the scats 
of Soviet pow'er. 


"We believe that the best path 


to peace is through building com- 
bined 'defenses for the free world 
sufficiently powerful to insure 
disaster for the aggressors if they 
launch a new world war."

long hill yesterday and crashed 
Into a concrete wall, taking the 
lives of ten persons.

driver, 
George 


Kralna, 35, cried to his church- 
bound passengers: 


"Hang on everybody! We're 


going to crash!" 


Those were his last words. He 


was dead when pulled' from the 
twisted wreckage of the bus. 


Some of the nine passengers 


were killed outright. Others died 
a. short time afterward. 
Of the 


65 persons aboard, 46 were in- 
jured. At least three.including a 
child, were reported in critical 
condition. 


En Route to Mass 


Most of the passengers were en 


route from' their homes in su 
burban Welrton Heights to down 
to Weirton where they were to 
attend mass at St. Paul's Catholic 
church. 


A priest was among the first at 


the scene. 
He went among the 


passengers to administer the last 
rites. 


"The old people were wonder- 


ful." 
said Patrolman Joe Kodak. 


"They insisted we take out the 
youngsters first." 


Patrolman Frank Ticich paid 


high praise to the driver, saying 
he almost succeeded in keeping 
the bus from smashing into the 
concrete wall at the bottom of the 
hill. 


Unable to Stop 


This is what happened, Ticich 


declared: 


The bus was proceeding normal-

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ly near tha top of the hill when it 
suddenly picked up speed. Kraina 
was unable to stop on the windy 
hill—no steep that most 
autos 


ascend in second Rear. 


"We don't know yet why the 


driver could not stop," Ticich 
continued. 
"There are reports, 


which we are unable to verify that 
the driver tried to ditch the bus 
in a slag dump on the side, of the 
road but was prevented by an on- 
coming auto." 


The bus ran about three-quar- 


ters of a mile before it came to 
the bottom of the hill. Ticich said 
Kraina knew he could not negoti- 
ate a sharp left hand turn. He 
chose to swing to the right and 
drive onto a residential street. 


Smashes Wall 


Just as he turned, the left front 


end of the bus smashed into the 
retaining wall. 


"A few more inches, just a few 


more inches, would have made all 
he difference in the world," Ticich 
declared. 


Mississippi 
Levee Breaks, 
Floods Farms 


MUSCATINE. IA., (AP)—The 


raging: Mississippi river continued 
to rise again today after a levee 
two miles upstream from Musca- 
tine, la., disintegrated early yes- 
terday, Hooding 4,600 acres of Illi- 
nois farmland. 


The river level at Muscatine 


dropped from 20.8 to about 19.6 
feet in a few hours following the 
areak. But it had climbed back to 
20.2 feet, over five feet above flood 
stage, by late last night 


However, levees on both the Illi- 


nois and Iowa sides of the swollen 
Mississippi below Muscatine were 
oported holding early today.

Palatinate, the Christian Demo- 
crats of West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer, who advocates 
the plan, defeated Dr. Kurt Schu/fc 
macher's Socialists 564,393 votes 
to 488,391. 


The Schuman plan, attacked 


vigorously by the Socialists, wa» 
the main campaign issue. 


The Christian Democrats, al- 


though winning the election and 
tacit approval of the coal and steel 
merger, nevertheless lost strength 
in the state parliament. 


They dropped from 48 to 43 


seats, while the Socialists ad-C 
vanccd from 34 to 38 seats. The 
remaining 19 places went to the 
Free Democrats, who gained eight 
seats. 


The strongly Catholic Rhineland 


Palatinate, created by the French 
in 1946 from parts of three Ger- 
man states, turned thumbs down 
on the Communists. 


The Reds won seven seats in the 


1947 
election but this time they 


polled only 62,462 votes of the& 
1,513,858 cast. This was only 4.4 
per cent and fell short of the five 
per cent minimum needed to win 
a single parliamentary scat.

Reserves UMT Would Give Are 


• 
Vital to Preparedness 


Not long ago somebody likened the U. S. preparedness 


'. effort to a boxer whipping himself into shape. 
; 
Normally the boxer knows he'll have the fight he's train- 
ing for, unless something unforeseen turns up. But would 
;he be able to get and keep a fine fighting edge if he was told 
•that reaching that peak might be the very thing which would 
[cause the fight to be put off or canceled? 
; 
The chances are he would not. Yet that latter situation 


• almost exactly parallels America's defense effort. We are in 
; the process of steeling ourselves for a fight in the hope that 
•by doing so we may never have to make that fight. 
• 
Not too surprisingly, we don't apply ourselves to this 


; muscle- touchening job witlf constant fervor. When the bat- 
• tie goes against us in Korea, we get worried and show signs 
! we're ready for any sacrifice—higher taxes, stiff er military 
; draft, economic controls. When things are brighter, we re- 
llax in tUe sun of our continuing prosperity and try to slough 
; off the world's ills. 
• 
* • 


; 
But in our hearts we must know that the essential im- 


• mateurity of this approach to our dilemma is an advantage 
;to our potential enemy—the'Russians. If it is true, as our 
•best experts believe, that the Soviet Union is impressd.only 
!by a posture of genuine strength, then we must present that 
; posture to them in order to have any hope of averting war. 


The example of the boxer is not quite a perfect parallel. 
! We need not acquire that final fighting edge to impress the 
• Russians with our power. We need not have many millions 
.'of men under arms and tens of thousands of tanks, planes 
and guns ready for instant use. 


Thus geared, our temptation would be to precipitate the 


fight so this preponderance of strength could be brought to 
•bear against our enemy while it was at peak. Otherwise, 
imen would soon grow stale and tanks and planes become 
; obsolete. 


What we do require in this crisis is a fighting force of 


sufficient size and material power to serve as an effective 
deterrent to the Soviet Union. Such a force should either 
discourage major aggression by the Kremlin or, failing that, 
should be powerful enough to hamper any Red invasion long 
enough to permit the United States to muster its full strength. 


This brings us to the really important phase of our pre- 


paredness effort. What will count will be our RESERVES 
of military manpower and munitions-making capacity. If we 
have millions of young men basically trained for war, and 
thousands of factories equipped to switch quickly to making 
war products, we can acquire that final fighting edge with de- 
cisive suddenness. Those men will not be stale and their 
equipment will not be out of date. 


Universal military training will give us the manpower 


pool we need. The government's defense production pro- 
gram will give us the reserve capacity for the making of un- 
told thousands of tanks, planes and guns. But both of these 
projects are still largely on paper. They depend for fulfill- 
ment upon the awareness of the people—and their elected 
representatives in congress—that they are vital to our future 
security. 
( 


The wise course, to gird ourselves partially and hold our 


main strength in reserve, is one which requires of the Amer- 
ican people the keenest intelligence, the greatest emotional 
balance and the finest steadfastness of purpose they have 
ever exhibited in their history. 


Asinine! 


At a recent hearing before the Federal Power commis- 


sion, the Department of the Interior asked that a Virginia 
private utility be denied permission to build a power dam. 
During the course of the argument, it was pointed out that 
the residents of the region wanted the utility to build the dam 
because, among other reasons, it would pay taxes, while if the 
dam was built and the power produced by a government 
agency, it would be tax free. In answer to this, interior's 
attorney said blithely that the utility "doesn't pay the taxes. 
The $713,000 they turned over to the government last year 
was actually paid by the consumers." 


Of this, the Scotland Neck, North Carolina, Common- 


wealth, observed, "That was clearly an asinine statement." 
For, if interior's attorney is right, no enterprise pays taxes— 
not the motor manufacturer, not the oil company, not the 
farmer, not £he corner store. It just collects the money from 
the customers and gives government a part of it. 


v Reasoning on from this point, it is now clear that we 


need not worry at all when government destroys taxpaying 
industry. Let the government run the farms, the stores, the 
newspapers, the factories—everything. After all if the gov- 
ernment is to supply your power, it could just as logically 
supply your shoes -your food, and your radio programs and 
comic stnps. And what have we now? The answer can be 
expressed in a word. We have communism.

American's Yen to Spend Shows 
Increase in Postwar Period 


WASHINGTON, (AP)—Mr. and 


Mrs. America are going in for 
"living" in a great big way. 


It isn't just that they're buy- 


ing more or better quality goods 
than ever before: Their yen to 
spend apparently has intensified 
lonce World War II. 


This greater yen to spend, es- 


tablished in .a study by Com- 
merce department economists, is 
important: It indicates a change 
in a basic human habit. 


It has long been considered na- 


tural that, when people's incomes 
rise, they'll spend a smaller pro- 
portion of the bigger total on con- 
sumer goods, leaving a larger pro- 
portion for savings and invest- 
ments of various kinds. 


Used to Be True 


It's logical, and it's true—or 


used to be—in practice: Living 
expenses may eat up all the in- 
come of a poor man, but they 
take a smaller and smaller pro- 
portion as people get richer. 


Tax laws, the sales campaigns 


of good merchants and of invest- 
ment merchants (stock brokers, 
tor example), and a considerable 
amount of government and busi- 
ness economic planning have been 
tailored" to that pattern. 


The pattern is still good, of 


course, but it may require some 
alterations to fit the new style 
trend. 


Consumer Outlay Zooms 


Everybody knows that the total 


dollar volume of outlays on con- 
sumer goods in general has been 
going up steadily and sometimes 
rooming in recent yqars. An* in- 
creasing population and a swelling 
stream of personal Incomes fur- 
nish a ready explanation. 


It would also be true, in theory, 


that—after adjustment to take 
out the effect of higher prices and 
taxes and the Increase In popuia- 
U>n—proportionately loss should 
be spent out of that higher In- 
come,

Watch Opponents Every Minute 


By OSWALD JACOBY 


Canasta to one of the most com* 


petitive of all game*. If you real 
ly want to be a successful player 
>ou must recognize the fact that 
your opponents have considerable 
tcope for action and that you must 
•vatch them like a hawk. Not 
only that but you must also learn 
to anticipate their probable ac 
rion. 


As an example of how to vary 


><>ur game with your opponents, 
consider this hand. 
Both aides 


need 50 and after my first draw 
I hold Joker A K-K 9-8 6-6-6 
6-4-2. 


Against most Canasta players 


I would meld joker-king-king and 
discard a six. My plan would be 
to continue throwing sixes, and 
the chances would be greatly in 
favo«- of my grabbing the first dis- 
card pile and getting back in big 
business. 


However, some Canasta players 


have a defense against that type 
of play If I meld, they promptly 
freez the pack. 
Against' such 


players this meld would be very 
ineffective as I would have no 
pairs and no chance to get the 
frozen pile. Furthermore, 
after 


my sixer were gone I would be 
left without any good discard. 


Against that type of player I 


would adopt one of two other lines 
of play. I might 
meld joker- 


kings-king, discard an odd card 
and play for a quick out, or I 
might simply meld nothing, dis- 
card my three sixes and hope to 
acquire other pairs while doing 
that.

Surgery Best Treatment 
For Chronic Hemorrhoids 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


Although pil&s or hemorrhoids 


have been discussed in this coluirfn 
several times, questions keep com- 
ing in on this subject. First of 
all people want to know what 
hemorrhoids are and what causes 
them. The first part of the ques- 
tion is not hard to answer. They 
are dilated or .enlarged hemorr- 
hoidaj. veins which lie around the 
opening of the intestinal tract. 


What causes these veins, to be- 


come enlarged is not so easy to 
bay. 
Certainly long continued 


strain such as chronic constipa- 
tion, childbirth, or a severe cough 
contribute to the development of 
piles. It is also possible that the 
sitting for hours at a time which 
so many occupations now demand 
has something to do with their 
development 


The next thing people want to 


Know about hemorrhoids is what 
to do about them, and a good 
many ask whether there is any- 
thing except surgery. It is true 
that sometimes the veins become 
greaUy enlarged' temporarily and 
then may return to normal or al- 
most so This happens quite often 
at childbirth, for example. 


But if the piles are permanent 


and cause bleeding or discomfort, 
both of which are common, the 
best treatment is usually surgery. 
This involves cutting out the en- 


larged veins. Injectig them with 41 
mi irritating fluid which causes 
them tc close up is sometimes 
used but this is not always ad- 
visable. 


When a person with 
hemor- 


rhoids understands what has hap- 
pened he will not be so likely to 
expect some new and miraculous 
form of treatment 
OTHERS MAT APPEAR 


There is another thing, too, A 


which everyone should 
realize. 


There are a a lot'of these veins 
and all of them are not enlarged. 
Consequently if the enlarged veins 
are cut out, others may dilate and 
cause trouble later. 


For this reason It la wise to try 


to identify and correct if possible 
such factors as constipation or 
coughing which may have had 
something to do with their devel- 
opment in the first place.

VIENNA, (AP) — Robert A. 


Vogeler began .packing today for 
the last leg of his homeward 
journey from a Hungarian prison 
—a trip to the United States.

has left him so nervous that he 
can hardly talk five minutes with- 
out cracking. 


"Plans have not been definitely 


completed, but he will certainly go 
some time this week," said Col. 
Grant Williams, representative in 
Austria for the International Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company, of 
which Vogeler is a vice president. 


Vogeler, 39, will be accompanied 


by his beautiful blonde wife and 
their two sons, 11 and 9, who have 
not seen the United States for five 
years. 


Breaks Down 


Vogeler mustered his shattered 


strength to deliver what he called 
"a message" to the American 
people yesterday before a tele- 
vision camera and microphone. He 
broke down once but insisted on 
continuing. 


"I am convinced," he said, "that 


my incident (arrest by Hungarian 
Communists a- a spy and sabo- 
teur) is just one of a series of 
planned attacks on democracy. 


"The American people must be 


made aware of what can happen. 
I feel that every individual Amer- 
ican should realize that what hap- 
pened to me can happen to them 
if we don't all band together to 
destroy these enemies of indi- 
vidual freedom." 


Strain Shows 


Although Vogeler presented • 


food appearance physically, the 
mental strain of 14 and a half 
months in solitary confinement 
since his trial showed plainly. 


He gave the appearance of a

' Hoover, who recently urged that 
the RFC be abolished, appeared 
before the .senate banking com- 
mittee to tell the reasonii behind 
his view. 


Prepares Statement 


In a statement prepared for the 


committee, he said: 


"I believe that the RFC should 


be liquidated. 


"I believe- some facilities for 


f^loans in the small business field 


should be continued under other 
organizations." 


Small business loans, the former 


President said, should be taken 
over by tho federal reserve banks. 


Hoover is one of a number of 


witnesses called by the committee, 
which is trying1 to decide what to 
do about the RFC. 


Created In 1932 


The RFC was created by con- 


on Jan. 22, 1932, during 


Hoover's administration, "to pro- 
vide emergency financing facilities 
for financial institutions, to aid in 
financing agriculture, commerce 
and industry." 


Requirements governing RFC's 


operations have been relaxed since 
that time, the former President's 
statement pointed out. 


"As a. result," he said, "the 


institution now undertakes 
to 


finance, by so-called loans, almost 
anything, domestic and sometimes 
even foreign, on most any terms 
It pleases." 


The senate banking committee 


is considering a number of bills. 
Several would abolish RFC; others 
would revise its lending procedure.

Expect New 
A-Bomb Test 
In 10 Days 


WASHINGTON. (AP) — U. S. 


atomic weaponeers probably will 
set off the world's greatest explo- 
sion within the next 10 days. 


The nuclear fission blast will be 


the grand finale to a new series 
of tests at the Eniwetok proving 
grounds in the Marshall islands. 


Completion of 'the series will 


make 1951 the boom year for 
atomic explosions. 
At least half 


a dozen atomic explosions will 
have been touched off by the 
United States before the year is 
half over. 
There may be still 


more. 


An Atomic Energy Commission 


announcement in late March indi- 
cated, by use of the present tense, 
that the series of experimental ex- 
plosions may have been under way 
then. 


No Secret 


The latest Eniwetok series, like 


those during January and Febru- 
ary at the proving grounds at 
Frenchman's Flats, Nov., have be- 
come one of the lesser-kept atomic 
secrets so far as the time element 
has been concerned. 


While the commission has made 


no announcements regarding the 
time schedule for the testa, there 
have been indications from other 
authoritative quarters. Rep. P. 
Edward Hebert (D-La), appointed 
by the house armed sen-ices com 
mlttec to be an observer, told re- 
porters earlier thii month he 
would leave the capital on May 1 
and return on May 12. Laat week, 
Senator Magnuson (D-Wash) said 
at Hong Kong that he was going 
from there to Eniwetok to witness 
testa which would involve "nuclear 
fission." 


Newer Bomb? 


This latter reference appeared 


to confirm previous speculation 
that the present Eniwetok series 
would not include a test of the 
hydrogen bomb. However, there 
arc reasons to believe the atomic 
blast expected sometime before 
May 10 will be to "prove out" 
laboratory work on a bomb vastly 
more efficient than any so far 
exploded.
